iii^'St equal energy, fearing the psy 
'hological effect it w*ould have upon 
his own people. He has used his best 
diplomacy and his boldest daring to 
mak e his position superior to parlia­ 
m ent and the chancellor, but civili­ 
zation and the evolution of govern- 
•nent have been against him.

prlegm atic German people have been 
slow to oppose the precedents of cen­ 
turies. but graduallv they have been 
< cl'icated into principles of self-gov- 
'^rnment that, once

established. 
In the pjesent instance it was the 
people back of von Bnelo^v that made 
the chaneelJor ;iîid the reichstag all- 
powerful.
